97-41 KENNEL PERM T APPEAL - SUZI E MENDELSON

Katie Stevens, Animal Control O ficer, reviewed background information regarding the kennel permt application of Suzie Mendel son
to keep ten dogs at 570 Oregon Boul evard in Lemmon Vall ey, and answered questions of the Board.

Suzi e Mendel son stated that they have just sort of accunul ated these dogs over the years; that all of the dogs have been spayed;
that she does not want to be a nuisance to her neighbors; and that she is willing to try to solve the problens by fencing the
property or taking other mitigating neasures. Ms. Mendel son then answered nunerous questions of the Board.

Fol l owi ng further discussion, on notion by Comr ssioner Bond, seconded by Comm ssioner Shaw, which notion duly carried with
Chairman Sins voting "no," it was ordered that the kennel pernmit be denied.

97-42 KENNEL PERM T APPEAL - RALPH AND NANCY BONHAM

Katie Stevens, Animal Control O ficer, reviewed background information regarding the kennel permt application of Ralph and Nancy
Bonham to keep four dogs at 2565 Cactus View Drive in Lemmon Valley, noting that two of the dogs have been debarked since the
application was filed, and answered questions of the Board.



Nancy Bonham advi sed that they acquired the fourth dog when her nmother-in-law recently passed away; that they are willing to do
whatever it takes, within reason, to keep their dogs and still keep peace in the neighborhood; that they will build a kennel that
exceeds requirenments; that they are planning to put up a 6-foot redwood fence around the entire property; that the two that she
bel i eves were the barkers have been debarked; and that with so many dogs in the neighborhood, it is difficult to tell who is
bar ki ng.

Bill Calvat, 2600 Cactus View Drive, distributed a drawi ng depicting residences on Cactus View Drive and show ng the nunber of
animal s at each and spoke in opposition to the Bonhans receiving a kennel permt. He cited problens of noise, even though two have
been debarked, and the odor and fly problemin the sumertine fromthe other aninmals. M. Calvat stated that these dogs are the
ones closest to his bedroom and that sonetines he works nights and sl eeps during the day.

Ms. Bonham stated that if all the mitigation neasures they are proposing do not solve the problem she will have the other dogs
debar ked al so. Comm ssioner Galloway asked if the kennel could be relocated behind the garage so that it would not be in a direct
line to M. Calvat's hone. Ms. Bonham stated that it coul d.

Ani mal Control O ficer Dede Monroe answered Board questions concerning the total number of dogs in the nei ghborhood and the
condition of the Bonham s property.

Fol l owi ng further discussion, on nmotion by Commi ssioner Bond, seconded by Comn ssioner Shaw, which nmotion duly carried, Chairman
Sinms ordered that the kennel pernit be granted subject to the follow ng conditions:

1. Fly control bottles will be used by the kennels.

2. Kennels will be cleaned daily.

3. The kennel will be placed inside a 6-foot fence behind the garage and will be built to neet or exceed County
st andar ds.

4. The house area will be fenced as soon as arrangenents with a contractor can be finalized.

5. The entire property will be fenced by the end of summer, 1997.

6. Anti-barking devices will be used; and if the barking does not stop, the other two dogs will be debarked.
7. The dogs will sleep inside the house at night.

Commi ssi oner Bond expressed her concern regarding financial inpacts to the County of an across-the-board reduction in fees.
Madel yn Shi pman, Assistant District Attorney, stated that one option for the Board would be to include a reporting function in the
ordi nance so that the Board could review the Building Oficial's decisions.

She further stated that the only fees that can be reduced are the building pernmt fees.

Chai rman Sins asked how a natural disaster would be defined in the ordinance. Ms. Shipman stated that there would have to be an
actual energency declared as the Governor did during the New Year's events; and that reduced/ waived fees would not apply to the
1997 New Years' Flood unless the Board nakes the ordinance retroactive, which would be difficult to enforce.

Jess Traver, County Building Oficial, advised that currently there have been approxinmately 20 pernmts requested for flood
repairs; that staff has allowed applicants to refine their cost calcul ati ons based on Marshall Swi ft evaluations; and that has
resulted in |lower building permt fees. He further stated that he is not sure if it would be possible statutorily to nake the

ordi nance retroactive; and that what they are seeking is an ordinance for the future that would allow the County Building Oficial
to be able to give disaster victins some kind of nonetary reduction in fees at the begi nning of the process.

M. Traver explained that it takes a while before the victins' insurance conpani es start paying, but the victims have to put up
noney right away when they start rebuilding. He also stated that the County may be able to recover sone of the reduced fees from
FEMA and that staff will pursue that avenue al so

On notion by Comm ssioner Bond, seconded by Commi ssioner Shaw, which notion duly carried, Chairman Sinms ordered that:
